That If she would wall 
a short time her deed ^vould be Issued 
to her and tho girl, and they could re¬ 
ceive a much larger amount for tne 
portion they were entitled lo sell. 
When Bear waa Informed of the decis¬ 
ion of hls wife, and that bis prospects 
of recelvlog the Muskogee money had 
thus- vanished, he. It It alleged. Hew 
Into a paaalon and gave bis squaw a 
terrible bearing. The assault of Boar 
on hls wife stirred up bad blood be¬ 
tween the Bears and, tho Scotta After 
the killing Bear and Jacobs went to 
Ale mother’s and told them that some 
one had bung tho woman In hls cabin 
and that he waa not going lo stay 
about the place.
